was called upon to make a decision about the 

earthly life of Jesus Christ. We must make 
another type of decision about Christ—to accept Him 
or reject Him as personal Saviour, and this is life’s 
greatest decision. 

The consequences of our decision about Jesus are 
as far-reaching as eternity. Whether we go into eternal 
happiness or eternal punishment after this life is 
over depends on whether we accept or reject Christ 
Jesus as our Saviour. 

If you accept Jesus, you are accepting the greatest 
Friend you will ever have. The New Testament will 
acquaint you with Christ. It records what He said, 
what He did, and who He was. “For Christ also hath 
once suffered for sins, the just for the unjust, that 
he might bring us to God, being put to death in 
the flesh, but quickened by the Spirit: . . . who is 
gone into heaven, and is on the right hand of God; 
angels and authorities and powers being made sub- 
ject unto him” (1 Peter 3:18, 22). 

What did Jesus have to say about Himself? 

“T am the light of the world” (John 8:12). 

“T am the good shepherd” (John 10:11). 

“T am the resurrection” (John 11:25). 

“T am the bread of life” (John 6:35).

The Origin of Music 


HERE did music come 
W from? When was the first 
music made?” These ques- 
tions were asked by an inquisitive 


boy in Sunday School one Sunday 
morning. He received several an- 


swers from different members of. 


the class. One replied, without much 
thought, “I guess music started 
when pianos were made.” Another 
said, “Violins were made before pi- 
anos.” After several observations it 
was finally admitted that people 
must have sung before instruments 
were made. The wide-awake teach- 
er had joined the conversation by 
this time and asked the leading 
question, “Was there any music be- 
fore people made music?” This 
brought about many observations. 
Semi-indifference was changed to 
red-hot interest as the discussion 
brought out that all nature sings. 
The bird sings, the wind in the 
trees, the water running over the 
rocks, the surf booming upon the 
seashore, even the sea shells make 
music if you only listen. 

All this brings out the fact as 
Phill Kerr puts it, “Music was born 
in the heart of God countless ages 
before He ever made man.” The 
Bible substantiates this statement 
in Job 38, “The morning stars sang 
together, and the sons of God 
shouted for joy.” There are those 
who would say, how can stars sing? 
Scientists declare, so says Dr. 
Harry Rimmer in his book, “The 
Antiquity of Music,” that light and 
sound are composed of the same 
substance. The only reason that 
we cannot hear light is because 
our ears are not attuned to the 
right frequency. Do we have to 
stretch our imaginations to say 
that the stars sang praises? 

In reading the description of 
Lucifer, God’s chosen cherub, we 
find that the beautiful one was a 
marvelous musical instrument. 
“The workmanship of thy tabrets 
and thy pipes was prepared in 
thee in the day thou wast created.” 
Thus we find that Lucifer, before 
his fall, was the first created being 
to make music! He must have been 
God’s song leader of the universe 
and could have led the stars in 
singing praises unto God.

It must have been while he was 
in this position that he learned of 
the power of music for he is cer- 
tainly using it today to drag people 
into the depths of despair. Music 
is like many other things; it can 
be used for good or it can be used 
for evil. It was while King Herod 
was under the influence of Satan’s 
music and sensual dancing that he 
ordered the head of John the Bap- 
tist to be cut off.

The Place of Music 


YES, MUSIC is one of 
the most powerful weapons used in 
the warfare between good and evil. 
Satan is using music to degrade 
man and to drag him into the 
depths of despair. We as soldiers 
of the Cross need to make the 
greatest use possible of this power- 
ful weapon to lift man up into 
fellowship and likeness unto God. 
We have only to look into the 
Scriptures to find that God in- 
tended for music to be used as a 
weapon of warfare against Satan. 
We find in 2 Chronicles 20:21, 22 
these words: “And when he had 
consulted with the people, he ap- 
pointed singers unto the Lord, and 
that should praise the beauty of 
holiness, as they went out before 
the army, and to say, Praise the 
Lord; for his mercy endureth for 
ever. And when they began to sing 
and to praise, the Lord set am- 
bushments against the children of 
Ammon, Moab, and mount Seir, 
which were come against Judah; 
and they were smitten.” 

Jehoshaphat, king of Judah, 
called his people together for a 
council of war and they decided 


inistry 


upon one of the strangest strate- 
gies ever heard of. It was equal to 
the strangeness of the strategy of 
Joshua at Jericho or by Gideon 
when he ordered his army to be 
so greatly reduced. Much was at 
stake. Judah was faced with what 
would seem to be a death struggle 
with the hosts of Ammon and Mo- 
ab and their allies. The decision 
as to what strategy to use was 
indeed an important one, and no 
doubt much discussion took place 
in the council before the decision 
was finally made. The decision was 
to choose a choir to go out singing 
a song of praise to lead the army. 
They were using, in a sense, psy- 
chological warfare, under the di- 
rection of God. They were to go 
forth to battle confident of victory. 
The musicians always led the vic- 
tory parade when the troops re- 
turned from battle. Now they were 
to lead a confident army into battle. 
Jehoshaphat’s move was calculated 
to bolster the morale of his own 
troops as well as to break the mor- 
ale of the enemy. They were saying 
to the enemy, “You are beaten be- 
fore you start.” His own people were 
filled with fear and misgivings and 
needed their faith strengthened. 
They were to remember that the 
Lord was with them, and no enemy 
could stand before them. 


The command to sing praises un- 
to God is given over and over again 
in the Old Testament. It was a 
positive and pleasant way for God’s 
people to express their spirit of 
faith and trust. “When Israel sang 
she conquered.” When God com- 
manded people to sing it was a 
signal that they had conquered be- 
cause He had already willed it so. 
This should encourage us today, be- 
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cause we are told that we are more 
than conquerors through Jesus 
Christ our Lord. When we sing His 
praises we are notifying Satan that 
he is beaten before he starts. The 
Lord’s army moves forward to- 
day with songs of faith in the van- 
guard. 

It was a part of the divine plan 
of God to announce the Saviour’s 
birth with song. The hosts of heav- 
en broke forth in the Judean sky 
with their “Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good 
will toward men” (Luke 2:14). 
“And the shepherds returned, glori- 
fying and praising God for all the 
things that they had heard and 
seen” (Luke 2:20). Christ came in- 
to a world that had lost its song, 
but He started a song that will 
last throughout all eternity. 

As music prepared the way of 
the Lord then, so it does today. The 
Reformation swept across Europe 
on wings of song. The priests of 
the Catholic church feared the 
songs of Luther more than they 
did his sermons. It was no accident 
that John Wesley’s brother, Charles, 
was a song writer. It was God’s 
plan. In spreading the doctrine of 
Methodism many people say that 
Charles’ songs were more effective 
than John’s sermons. 

Yes, music properly used is an 
effective weapon in the hands of 
the church. It was the only weapon 
used by Jehoshaphat and before it 
the Lord’s enemies were con- 
founded, scattered and beaten by 
people who had united their hearts 
and voices in achieving a goal. 
“Music can confound the enemy 
before he even starts. It can be 
used as an effective weapon to soft- 
en up the enemy. It is to be used

to strengthen the minds and hearts 
of God’s people and prepare them 
for Christian warfare.” (Music in 
the Bible) 


THE SINGING church 
is the conquering church. “The 
choir and music forces of the 
church are to aid in the battle 
against sin. Music is not to be 
merely an auxiliary which can be 
used in the various services or 
omitted from them depending solely 
on personal preferences or whims 
of the moment. It is to lend support 
and prepare the way for the teach- 
ing of the Word. It is to be an 
effective force in breaking down the 
resistance of the hardest heart. 
It can attune the mind and hearts 
of the people with such effective- 
ness as to prepare the way for 
ultimate victory when the message 
of God is delivered by His mes- 
senger.” (Music in the Bible) 

“A congregation who sings best 
listens best,” is a well-known fact. 
As a congregation gathers, whether 
it be for Sunday morning worship, 
evangelistic service, prayer meéet- 





ing, Y.P.E., or whatever type ser- 


vice it might be, the thoughts of 
the people are varied. They come 
from different walks of life, each 
individual with his own particular 
problem. They: come to church to 
find the answer to that problem. 
The battle between good and evil 
or God and Satan is waging within 
them. When they come to church, 
that battle still continues. Satan al- 
ways marshals his strongest forces 
in church; however, he is on God’s 
territory and must proceed with 
utmost caution. If he can keep the 
mind of each individual on him- 
self, then he knows God does not 
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have a chance. God knows this, too. 
He knew it back in the days of 
Jehoshaphat. He used music then to 
bolster the morale of His own 
troops, and to throw the enemy 
into confusion. 


The same forces are at work to- 
day and the same strategy still 
works. When the organ begins to 
play, the process of unification be- 
gins and with each note the in- 
dividual forgets about his own par- 
ticular problem and soon is joining 
the throng in singing praises unto 
God. When this happens the enemy 
is beaten before he starts. Hearts 
are melted. Individual problems 
fade away and are replaced with 
love and gratitude. The congre- 
gation becomes a unified body of 
worshippers. The enemy has been 
put to rout. The way has been pre- 
pared for the knockout blow, the 
Word of God. 


Yes, it is a vital part of God’s 
plan for music to lead in the attack 
against Satan. The armed forces 
of our country employ similar 
tactics when an invasion is to be 
made. The commandos, para- 
troopers, or Marines are sent ahead 
to prepare the way for the main 
force which is to follow. Many 
lives are saved by using this soften- 
ing-up process, These men are 
highly trained for their job. They 
are selected from volunteers who 
are dedicated to the cause and 
who are best fitted for the job. If 
music is to accomplish what God 
intends, then it must be performed 
by persons who are dedicated to the 
cause of Christ, who are willing, 
and who are trained to do the job 
they are selected to do (1 Corin- 
thians 14:7, 8). 








us through thoughtful considerations of 

others. Our social acceptance with its many 
hours of fellowship, is a result of effort put forth 
by someone else to welcome us into a group; the 
forgiveness of our errors and childlike behavior, al- 
lows us to go forward without dejection, because in 
loving-kindness through God and man, our faults 
are overlooked; and through a willingness of others 
to “prefer his brother rather than himself,” many 
of us have encountered untold blessings. Indeed, there 
is no limit to the pleasures and benefits man has had 
extended to him by his fellow man. And through 
this threefold principle of accepting, forgiving, and 
promoting, an individual or a group becomes the 
recipient of a grandeur which makes life more 
pleasant. 

Sir Walter Scott once said, “The race of mankind 
would perish, did they cease to aid each other. From 
the time that the mother binds the child’s head, till 
the moment that some kind assistant wipes the death 
damp from the brow of the dying, we cannot exist 
without the mutual help of others. All, therefore, 
that need aid have a right to ask it from their 
fellow mortals; no one who holds the power of grant- 
ing can refuse it without guilt.” 

If then mankind, in general, is so intimately bound 
to each other in the necessity and willingness of 
aiding others, how much more is the Christian called 
upon to excel in example of binding up the head 
of the newborn “babe in Christ,” and nurture him 
till death’s damp sweat is wiped from his brow in 
brotherly kindness. Thus Christian progress is bound 
to brotherly love and can be richly increased by: 


I. Accepting our brothers 
II. Forgiving our brothers 
III. Promoting our brothers. 


Wy: OF OUR HAPPIEST moments come to 


A PERSISTENT INDIVIDUAL pushing his 
way into a crowd one day, interrupted Jesus as He 
spoke to a large group, to inform Him that His 
brothers and mother were standing outside and de- 
sired to see Him. The Master felt this to be an un- 
reasonable interruption, but instead of giving a direct 
rebuke, made from it an opportunity to convey a 
noble lesson. “Who is my mother?” He said to the 
man, “and who are my brothers?” Then pointing to 
His disciples He added, “See, here are my mother 
and my brothers. To obey my Father, who is in 
heaven—that is to be my brother and my sister and 
my mother” (Matthew 12:48-50). 

From the answer Jesus gave the man, it is con- 
ceivable to believe that brotherhood is not contingent 
only on flesh and blood relationship; but that there 
develops a kinship between individuals who are to- 
gether “doers” of the will of God, which has a parallel 
only in flesh and blood relationship. 

The drunkard, slanderer, harlot, and publican, 
whom the hypocritical Pharisee could not accept, be- 
come our brothers and sisters, when they are born 
into God’s kingdom, desiring to do His will. 
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The great temptation is to shun them for a while 
to see if a drifting back to the saloon, into gossiping, 
or to the prostitute’s hall will soon develop, and if 
it does, we have not wasted our time and energy by 
binding up the little heads in their first few hours 
of birth. 

These are the most important hours to the “newly 
born.” When a degree of maturity is reached he can 
find some nourishment by himself, but now, in his 
infancy, he depends largely on those about him, whom 
Christ calls his brothers. 

Acceptance thus becomes an important step in the 
progress of the Christian, for his receiving it not 
only increases the penitent child’s chance for survival, 
but fulfills a part of the plan of brotherhood set 
forth by Christ. 

A second important quality necessary to Christian 
progress by brotherly love is forgiveness—forgiveness 
of wrongs, omissions, and immaturity; for almost as 
certain as we accept an individual, there will come 
the inevitable necessity of forgiving his mistakes even 
as God for Christ’s sake forgives us our blunders. 

“And how often,” inquired bold Peter, “shall my 
brother act wrongly towards me and I forgive him? 
Seven times?” 

“T do not say seven times,” answered Jesus, “but 
seventy times seven.” 

Some brothers and sisters try our patience, for 
there seems to be a continual need of offering for- 
giveness for a slipping away into previous sins or a 
new area of adventure, which can bring disgrace and

shame to the entire congregation. We pray and weep 
before God for the weak, but tomorrow he seems 
no better; rather he drifts farther away from God, 
until we question within ourselves whether it is worth 
while going after such a one. The Apostle Paul thought 
the effort is justified. “Brethren, if a man be over- 
taken in a fault, ye which are spiritual, restore such 
an one in the spirit of meekness; considering thyself, 
lest thou also be tempted. Bear ye one another’s bur- 
dens, and so fulfill the law of Christ.” Restore! re- 
store! was the cry of the Apostle, even if they have 
drifted back to the bondage of the law, for bondage 
to any force needs freedom. Consequently, the Chris- 
tian, by the power of the Spirit working through him 
has, as Sir Walter Scott says, “the power of granting 
aid, and cannot refuse it without guilt.” Forgive, not 
just once or even seven times, but seventy times 
seven, was the advice of the great Teacher. 


Forgiveness in its very essence, is an expression of 
love in seed form, which being planted in others 
reproduces many new seeds, and brings delightful 
fruit to the planter. 


Through accepting the newly born babe of Christ, 
we increase his chance for survival and bring progress 
to our own experience by fulfilling a part of the plan 
of brotherhood set forth by Christ; and by forgiving 
his shortcomings in the climb toward perfection, we 
provide nourishment by implanting seeds within him 
which develop into many more seeds by his forgiveness 
of others. The result is fruit for you through your 
forgiveness in brotherhood. 


CHRISTIAN PROGRESS through brother- 
ly love, however, requires one more consideration on 
our part: that of promotion and preference. The 
Old Testament brings to attention the contrast be- 
tween two individuals in a situation of promoting 
younger persons. First, we notice that of King Saul 
and David. Saul had been good to David till he was 
aware that David was increasing in popularity and 
preference by God, but then Saul began hounding 
the trail of David day and night with extreme anger 
because he could not prefer David before himself. The 
second is the case of Eli and Samuel, in which Eli, 
a judge, gives up his office to young Samuel, who 
had pronounced doom on the old man. Eli had taught 
Samuel all he knew about the office, but now he 
received word of his termination by the voice of his 
pupil. And yet, the old man, in direct opposition to 
the “angered fit” of Saul, assisted Samuel to attain 
his goal, by instructing him how he was to accept 
the revelation from God and appropriate it, which 
would ultimately strip him of his office. 


Obviously, the example of Eli should be the Christian 
principle in relation to his brother. Prefer, help, and 
promote the child of God, when the voice of the 
Almighty is speaking of a work he must do. 

The temptation is to be somewhat like Saul, and 
consider ourselves better fitted for the job than the 
one whose head we bound with bands at his spiritual 
birth. and whose forgiveness became so frequent, our 
patience was almost exhausted. 


Yet Jesus told His own twelve disciples, who had 
been disputing one with another as to which was the 
greater, “If any man would be first, he shall be last 
of all, and servant of all.” Be last to be first, serve 
to be served, promote and prefer if you desire to be 
exalted by God. 


PROMOTION BECOMES an intricate part 
of the expression of brotherhood, and reaches full 
fruition only when it is bathed in the self-giving 
love so characteristic of Jesus. 


To progress in Christianity is to be given to brother- 
ly love; and to possess brotherly love is to assure 
one’s self of Christian progress. Each is intimately 
related to the other, and in no degree can one be 
increased or reduced without making a notable change 
on the other. 

Our acceptance of brothers gives warmth to the 
“newly born,” and strengthens his chance for sur- 
vival in a world of temptations; the forgiveness we 
offer develops his character by creating in him a 
desire to forgive others; and by preference and pro- 
motion we put him in a position of humility and 
gratitude through which he is most useful and effec- 
tive for God. Also, while we are helping our brother 
to attain a position of usefulness, we achieve an in- 
strumental place for ourselves. 

Thus, the road to Christian progress is to accept, 
forgive, and promote our kinsman in Christ, through 
brotherly love.

Acts 16:30, “Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” 


HE PHILIPPIAN JAILOR asked the most im- 

portant question of his life when he asked 

Paul and Silas how to be saved. When one 
realizes his need of something, only then will he 
begin to search for it. This is true in the natural 
things of life and in the things of God. The blind 
man near Jericho cried out from a heart that had 
a great need, until Jesus took notice. The woman with 
the issue of blood pressed her way through to touch 
the hem of Christ’s garment because of a very deep 
desire for healing. The Syrophenician woman stayed 
before Jesus and persisted in her prayer for her 
daughter because of her great need. Jesus answered 
her request and commended her for her faith. 

The Scriptures are full of man’s efforts to find 
God by his own powers and wisdom, but these efforts 
only teach us how impossible it is to save our- 
selves. Adam and Eve tried to cover their naked 
bodies with fig leaves, but only God could cover them 
adequately. All of the human efforts found in the 
Old Testament ended in failure. The efforts of man 
in all lands and ages to find peace of soul have 
failed. 

In God’s’ Word His love is expressed toward man 
in that He shows us our lost condition and then 
gives us a Saviour. The Bible tells us of our guilt 
before God. In Romans 3:23 we find, “For all have 
sinned, and come short of the glory of God.” Also 
notice Isaiah 53:6, “All we like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to his own way; and the 
Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us all.” 1 John 
1:8, “If we say that we have no sin, we deceive 
ourselves, and the truth is not in us.” The natural 
man through pride resists the thought of his being 
sinful by nature. However, our own failures and our 
Bible must convince us that we need a Saviour. That 
we are born in sin is shown by the Psalmist in 
Psalm 51:5, “Behold, I was shapen in iniquity; and 
in sin did my mother conceive me.” 

Since we learn from the Bible that we are lost, 
surely there we can find the way out to safety. 

First, God requires that we acknowledge our sins. 
We find in 1 John 1:9 the following: “If we confess 
our sins, he is faithful and just to forgive us our 
sins, and to cleanse us from all unrighteousness.” 
We find relief in confessing to anyone whom we 
have offended, and when he forgives us, we have

peace with him and can look him right in the eye and 
be happy in his presence. The same thing applies to 
our relationship with God. When we confess to God 
our sins, He is glad for Jesus’ sake to forgive us. 


Second, we must confess Jesus as the Christ; that 
is, that He is the Son of God. 1 John 4:15 says, 
“Whosoever shall confess that Jesus is the Son of 
God, God dwelleth in him, and he in God.” Romans 
10:9, “That if thou shalt confess with thy mouth 
the Lord Jesus, and shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved.” 

One must do what is in his power to do. We must 
right our wrongs toward man as much as possible. 
Notice the example of Zaccheus. Luke 19:8, “. . . Be- 
hold, Lord, the half of my goods I give to the poor; 
and if I have taken any thing from any man by 
false accusation, I restore him fourfold.” 

Let us accept the Word and way of the Lord. If 
doubts arise, pray as did the man in Mark 9:24, 

. Help thou mine unbelief.” 

Man must base his hope on the grace of God. 
Titus 3:4, 5 says, “But after that the kindness and 
love of God our Saviour toward man appeared, not 
by works of righteousness which we have done, but 
according to his mercy he saved us... .” 


When the question of circumcision was under dis- 
cussion at the council at Jerusalem as told in Acts 15, 
Peter said in his speech, in verse 11, “But we believe 
that through the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ we 
shall be saved, even as they.” Romans 3:24, “Being 
justified freely by his grace through the redemption 
that is in Christ Jesus.” 

We must base our hope on the Word of God. The 
experience of another will help us, but we must re- 
member that God deals with each one as it pleases 
Him. Our emotions of joy and peace will encourage 
us, but our feelings change from time to time. The 
Word of God, however, is steadfast and sure. Let us 
put our trust in God’s promises. Romans 5:1, “There- 
fore being justified by faith, we have peace with God 
through our Lord Jesus Christ.” In John 5:24 Jesus 
says, “Verily, verily, I say unto you, He that heareth 
my word, and believeth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come into condemna- 
tion; but is passed from death unto life.” 1 John 
3:14, “We know that we have passed from death 


unto life, because we love the brethren ... .” 
Paul tells us in 2 Timothy 1:12, “For I know whom I 
have believed, and am persuaded that he is able to 
keep that which I have committed unto him against 
that day.” 


Now LET US STUDY some Bible examples 
of men finding Christ. The story of the Ethiopian 
eunuch is told in Acts 8. The man was eager for 
a@ more complete knowledge of God. He opened his 
heart to the message that Philip delivered. As soon 
as he realized what was expected of him by the 
Lord, he obeyed and went on his way rejoicing. 

In the account of. the conversion of Cornelius and 
his household in Acts 10 notice the following facts. 
Cornelius prayed, and God took notice and began to 
do something for him. The angel told Cornelius how 
to learn more about the plan of salvation. The cen- 
turion obeyed at once, sent for Peter and asked him 
to tell them whatsoever the Lord had commanded him 
to say. While the Apostle Peter still spoke, the power 
of God came upon the gathering and wrought a 
mighty work in each heart, and filled them with the 
Holy Ghost. 

When Paul and Silas were in Philippi, they went 
down on the riverside where prayer meetings were 
held. They found there a rich lady whose heart was 
ready for more light. Lydia received the message of 
Christ and invited the ministers to stay at her home. 

Think of the circumstances and attitude of the 
persons mentioned above. The Ethiopian had been to 
the house of God to worship and was reading the 
Word on his way home. The Lord met and satisfied 
his heart. Cornelius was praying and fasting when 
God sent unto him the instructions that he needed 
to find perfect peace with God. Lydia was at the 
place of prayer and the Lord found her there through 
His servants. She received the Word and started to 
work for God immediately. 

The jailer at Philippi did not have long to wait for 
the answer to his question as to the way of salvation, 
for the apostles said, “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and thou shalt be saved, and thy house.” 

Tell Jesus your need. Confess your sins. Claim Him 
as your Saviour. Begin a life of service for Him 
and you shall find rest for your soul. 

Jesus said, “And him that cometh to me I will 
in no wise cast out” (John 6:37).

God Wrought a Miracle in My Family 


MEADVILLE, Miss.—In 1945 God 
wrought a miracle in my family. 
I was pastoring a church near 
Harris, Kentucky, but my time had 
about expired; I had not accepted 
another church to pastor at the 
time, but had bought out a store 
and had run it for about three 
months.

My oldest child, a 
girl, about three years old at the 
time, had contacted a cold and was 
sick about three days; however, we 
did not think too much about it. 
One evening following this I had 
just come from the store which I 
had then sold. My wife was in the 
kitchen cooking, and a neighbor, 
who was an unbeliever and did not 
believe in holiness, had come in to 
visit. My daughter came in, lay 
back on the bed, and began to have 
convulsions. I called my wife and 
Brother Hamilton and his wife to 
come. In just a few minutes our 
darling child died. My wife began 
to scream and say, “My darling is 
gone.” Brother Hamilton took the 
child from my wife and I fell down 
and began to pour out my heart to 
God, although there was no breath 
in the child’s body and she was 
dead. I remember a good bit of 
that prayer very well. You can im- 
agine the agony that I was in, but 
I said, “Lord, please heal this child 
and I will testify and give you the 
glory for it. I will preach more, 
Lord, if you will heal her.” I prayed 
for the Lord’s will to be done. I 
do not know how long I prayed, 
and I do not know how long the 
child was dead, but it could have 
been thirty minutes or more. As 
I kept praying, Brother Hamilton 
said, “Pray on, folk, there is still 


breath in its body.” I do not know 
when God let its breath come back, 
but I do know God surely per- 
formed a miracle that night. The 
neighbor, with tears running down 
her cheeks, said that night, “I’ll 
not leave you good people tonight, 
for I’ve always wanted to see a 
miracle and I’ve seen one tonight.” 
The people who were present that 
night can affirm that these things 
are true.
